Barkley's Death 
Recalls His Visit 
Here Five Years Ago 


TUE DEATH OF BARKLEY a 
week ago today recalled to many 
the dram a that was attached to his 
visit to H arrisburg five and a half 
years ago. 
The vice president of the United 
States was coming to H arrisburg 
to make a political speech. 
The 
south porch of the court house was 
the place for the big event. A roof 
had been put over the porch as 
a precaution against bad w eather 
and bunting was in abundance. 
The date was Nov. I, 1950. 
He wasn’t scheduled to speak un­ 
til around 3 p. rn. but the crowd 
started coming around 1:00 and a 
huge gathering was on hand listen­ 
ing to the prelim inary part of the 
program before his arrival.

W hile the crowd was gathering 
here, news of im port was happen­ 
ing elsewhere. 
For at 1:15 p. rn., H arrisburg 
time. two Puerto Rican revolution 
ists tried to shoot their way into 
B lair House, w here President T ru­ 
man was living, so that they could 
assassinate the President of the 
United States. 
They were shot down before they 
could gain entrance to the home 
of the President.

About that tim e Vice President 
Barkley was alighting from an air­ 
plane at the W illiamson county air­ 
port, to be brought to H arrisburg 
by autom obile for the address. 
The Daily R egister had the story 
when Barkley came into town at 
2:58 p. rn. in an open car driven 
by Harry Erton, then chairm an of 
the Saline County Dem ocratic Cen­ 
tral com m ittee. 
Timmo had the press association 
story about the abortive attem pt 
on T rum an’s life in his hand and 
gave it to the vice president be­ 
fore he got out of the car. 
That 
was the first news he had received 
about the incident.

Had the revolutionists succeeded 
in th eir plan, we would have had 
the new President of the United 
States right here in H arrisburg.

“It’s a dastardlv effort,’’ B ark­ 
ley com m ented a lter reading the 
news item. 
“I’m very happy it 
didn’t succeed and I know the peo­ 
ple are grateful it didn’t happen. 
I hope th at speedy justice results.”

Then Barkley entered the north 
door of the court house, and went 
through the corridor to the south 
porch, w here he was greeted by 
the strains of “My Old Kentucky 
Home.” 
Then Atty. D. F. Rumsey of H ar­ 
risburg introduced Rep. Paul Pow­ 
ell of Vienna, who in turn intro­ 
duced U. S. Senator Scott Lucas. 
It was Sen. Lucas who introduced 
Vice President Barkley. 
Barkley m ade his speech, after 
which he was greeted by hundreds 
of persons, many of whom he knew. 
Among them w ere Mr. and Mrs. 
A. M. C hilders of W est F rankfort, 
who were m arried by him when 
he was a Kentucky county judge 
back in 1911. They had th eir m ar­ 
riage license w ith them .

A fter the event, he was driven 
to the H arrisburg-R aleigh airport 
where his plane, an Ozark A irlines 
DC3, picked him up about 4:30 p. 
rn. and flew him to his hom e in 
Paducah. 
Thursday, afte r services at Pa­ 
ducah attended by the biggest of 
Democratic 
dignitaries 
including 
form er President Trum an, Adlai 
Stevenson, Estes K efauver, Stuart 
Symington, A verill H arrim an and 
others, he was laid to rest in a 
cem etery there — ju st an hour’s 
drive from H arrisburg, w here he 
m ight have becom e th e President 
of the U nited States had the m is­ 
sion of the killers been fulfilled.

of Glen 
McDowell, 
Miss Davis’ boy friend.

Sniper Fires Into 


Church Crowd; 


I Dead, S Hurl 


NEW YORK IF—The chief sus­ 
pect in the sniper .shooting S atur­ 
day which killed a church warden 
and wounded five other persons 
surrendered to authorities today. 
Tony Tudorache, 60. a form er 
employe of the Rom anian Ortho­ 
dox Church of St. D um itru where 
the shootings occurred, cam e vol­ 
untarily to the district attorney’s 
office and told a detective: 
“ I 
understand Pm wanted for ques­ 
tioning ” 
He was im m ediately taken to 
an interrogation room to be asked 
about the shootings which some 
investigators believed was an ap­ 
parent attem pt to assassinate for­ 
m er Rom anian 
Princess Ileana, 
sister of the late King Carol. 
Princess Ileana narrow ly missed 
being struck by the bullets which 
scattered a crowd of 400 worship­ 
pers as they gathered Saturday 
for a m idnight candlelight proces­ 
sion at the church. 
Police said the shots were fired 
from Tudorache’s room, located 
diagonally opposite the church. 
Vasili Cucui, 66, a churchw arden 
preparing an outside 
altar, fell 
m ortally wounded in the chest. He 
died before a priest could give him 
the last rites of the church. 
Ileana was walking behind the 
pastor when the sniper fired. 
Po­ 
lice said if they had taken a few 
more steps, they would have been 
directly in the gunm an’s line of 
fire.

Heavy Credit 
Demands Boost 
Interest Rates 


CHICAGO HF—The Federal Re­ 
serve Bank of Chicago said today 
that heavy credit demands have 
boosted some 
interest 
rates to 
their highest levels since the dark­ 
est days of I he depression. 
The bank, in its monthly review 
of business conditions, also noted 
nearly 70 pockets of .serious un­ 
employment in the nation. 
Some farm ers are having trou­ 
ble repaying their loans, the bank 
added. 
Big reasons for the growing mon­ 
ey demand, the bank said, include 
financing for record spending on 
factories and machinery this year 
and business’ need to carry a high­ 
er level of inventories and to bol­ 
ster working capital balances. 
Interest rates have climbed to 
their 
highest 
points 
since the 
spring of 1053 and on short term 
issues have gone to the highest 
rate since the “ bank holiday” of 
1933. the report said 
About two thirds of the areas 
suffering from “ substantial labor 
surpluses” are in the Middle At­ 
lantic or Southeast states, the bank 
said. 
The Great Lakes region and al­ 
most all sections west of the Mis­ 
sissippi are free of chronic un- 
•mplovment, the bank said But it 
added that farmers 
in Illinois, 
iowa and Wisconsin are asking so 
much bank credit that farm loans 
jumped 6 per cent last March. 
In the corn belt, where net farm 
income is dawn about 25 per cent. 
loan renewals made up more than 
40 per cent of the credit extended 
during March, the bank said.

Fairm an’s daughter, Connie, 6, 
and 11-year-old E rnest Burns hung 
on to the boat. They stayed abave 
w ater until Mrs. Fairm an cam e to 
the w ater’s edge to see why the 
group had not returned. 
The m other ran for help and 
three neighbors got the surviving 
children to shore a short time lat­ 
er. 
A newly - orphaned 14-year-old 
girl was credited with saving live*

Possibly some column­ 
ists keep statistical records of ac­ 
ceptance, but many take very ser­ 
iously the letters which reach their 
desks. 
Some psychologists used to say 
that the writing of fan mail was a 
habit practiced by a few people 
who liked to talk, lf that were ever 
true, the .situation has changed 
today. 
People appear to have become 
extremely sincere. They are con­ 
cerned for themselves and for their 
friends 
They want to see this 
land of ours become even better 
than it is as a stronghold of free­ 
dom and religious fervor. 
The hopes and determination of 
\m ericans are faithful expressions 
of confidence in what “ we” can do. 
Few criticize the “other fellow.” 
Rather they propose to accept the 
responsibility 
for making 
their 
communities more aware of high­ 
er spiritual values and the result­ 
ant uplift of moral living. 
Fan mail should not be used as 
a measure of personal popularity, 
but 
rather as pulse - reading of 
Aemrica’s heartbeat. 
From this vantage point, it looks 
as though America is pretty heal­ 
thy.

There were IG char­ 
ter members and eleven who join­ 
ed soon after. Less than two years 
later. January 1888. the trustees 
of 
the 
church, 
W. A. Ingram, 
John W. Ingram and Alexander 
Monroe, 
were authorized 
to buy 
three 
acres of ground 
from the 
Wills’ heirs, the property being 
located 
on the 
top of the 
hill 
where the church and cemetery 
are now. The price for the ground 
was $62.50. 
At that time Ingram Hill took 
in the

Funds for the new church 
were solicited by tho church trus­ 
tees.

John Ingram, 
George Sherfield, Elmer Pelhank, 
Edgar Sisk, Joseph I. Smith, Ros­ 
coe Johnson, Irvin Webb and Vic­ 
tor Hall. 
In 1905 it was voted to organize 
a “Sabbath School” now known as 
Sunday school. 
But in the winter 
months the school seemed to “die 


j out” and was eventually discontin­ 
ued.

made a talk relating the proceed­ 
ings of the Big Saline Association 
•md expressed a desire for a Sab­ 
bath School.
